LASGOW first attracted world­ 
wide attention by Its handling 
of the street railway problem. 
George Francis Train, a tire- 
and brilliant American, was the 
first to pNpo^e street railways In Glas­ 
gow. 
Tills was In 1870. 
Mr. Train 
went to parliament for power to build 
lines In Glasgow, but the town council 
also petitioned for lik e power. A com­ 
promise v is finally made by which the 
city built the Hoes and leased them to 
the company for a term of years ex­ 
piring in 
18 9 4. The council drov e a 
hard bargain with the company. 
The 
company was compelled to pay to the j accrue, 
city the annual interest charge on the 
full amount of the inv estment, a year­ 
ly sum to the sink ing fund sufficient to 
d ear the entire coet of the lines by the 
time of the expiration of the lease, an 
annual depreciation charge of 
4 per 
cent, so as to k eep the plant in perfect 
repair, and on top of all this an annual 
rental of $750 a mile. 
The rates of 
fare were limited to a penny a mile, 
with morning and ev ening cars for 
work men at a penny (2 cents) a ride to 
or from their places of em ploym ent 
The original company sold Its fran­ 
chise for $750.000, and the purchasers 
made money on the Inv estm ent 
T h ree 
years prior to the termination of the 
lea» 1 negotiations were entered into 
for its renewal. It speedily became ap­ 
parent that the council and the com­ 
pany could not come to terras. 
The 
ooxnpajuy owned the horeeo and the 
rolling stock and had secured a char 
ter from parliam ent permitting it to 
omnibuses and cabs and to do 


been cut from fourteen to ten, the city 
had purchased uniforms for its men, it 
had remov ed the unsightly adv ertise­ 
ments which were a source of profit, it 
bad been compelled to meet the in­ 
numerable expenses Incident to the In- 
stanation of a new plant, but despite 
all these items there remained a net 
rev enue far greater than had been de­ 
riv ed from the old company. 
The second year of operation showed 
profits of $400,000. 
There Is in Glas­ 
gow’ a treasury fund called the "com­ 
mon good,” and into this the tram w ay 
departm ent had agreed to pay $45,000 
a year out of any profits which might

It Imag­ 
ined that it had created a monopoly 
and that It had Glasgow at Its mercy. 
It refused to reduce the hours of labor 
for its employees or to agree to rev ise 
the rates of fare. Under no conditions 
would it agree not to compete with the 
d ty with buses and cabs, ev en prov id­ 
ed a satisfactory purchase price were 
fixed. 
It was a case of Scotch meeting 
Scotch, and the town council prepared 
for war. 
Parliam ent gav e them the 
right to operate their lines, but they 
had less than two years in which to get 
ready. In that short time it was neces­ 
sary to build barns, cars and all the 
traffic nppliances; also to purchase and 
train thousands of horses. \\ 1th a v iew 
of substituting electricity for horse­ 
power it was decided to build the struc­ 
tures so that they could be used for 
either. When it came to the selection 
of a general manager the committee 
named John Young, and Glasgow nev - 
has regretted that decision. 
For 
years he had been at the head of the 
cleansing departm ent and had brought 
It to a high state of efficiency. 
The world is Indebted to John Young 
for much of the progress which has 
been made in the scientific treatm ent 
of sewage. 
He established the great 
farm s belonging to Glasgow, which 
now are fertilized with what were 
w aste products. He abandoned what 
had seemed to be his life work and en­ 
tered on a new and almost unfam iliar 
field of activ ity. He gav e to it the full 
of a splendid executiv e ability. The of­ 
ficials of the priv ate company sneered 
at the presumption of this "farm er and 
sewer digger.” They called attention to 
the fact that it req uires years of train­ 
ing and a special aptitude to properly 
manage street railway property. 
Today John Young is president of the 
powerful Municipal Tramway Associa­ 
tion of Great Britain and the admitted 
peer of railway experts. Street railway 
corporations in the United States, also 
the London county council, hav e made 
hlm flattering offers, but he will spend 
his life work ing for the city which de­ 
lights to repose confidence in his hon­ 
esty and ability. 
Mr. Young inv ented a new type of car 
and ordered 300 of them. He erected 
nine stations, constructed car and re­ 
pair shops, scoured the United King­ 
dom, France, Canada and the United 
States for 3,000 horses, engaged and 
drilled 1,300 men and for two years 
work ed day and night in preparation 
for the date set for the formal opening 
of the municipal tram w ay plant. At 
midnight of June 30, 189 4, the priv ate 
company withdrew Its cars, and on the 
following morning the new ones were 
seen for the first tim e on the streets of 
Glasgow. They bore the now familiar 
sign, 
"Glasgow 
Corporation 
Tram- 
1 
ways." 
There was great excitement in Glas 


for the good of the people, the upk eep 
of park s, the purchase of real estate, 
the maintenance of historical places, 
the 
entertainm ent 
of 
distinguished 
guests, the observ ance of anniv ersaries 
and for similar purposes. The fund Is 
not supported from taxes and has many 
sources of rev enue from estates which 
hav e been banded down for centuries. 
Outside of its annual payment into the 
"common good" the tramway® do not 
pay a cent into the city treasury. 
In 189 7 the city took ov er the last of 
the priv ate lines In or near the dty. 
It Increased the wages of Its men $25,- 
000 and again reduced the fares. 
In 
the annual statement the tram ways 
committee called attention to the fact 
that the av erage citizen only faintly 
realized w hat was being sav ed by pas­ 
sengers on account of the longer hauls 
and 
lower fares. 
In that year it . 
amounted to a total of $9 00,000, but j 
despite this the enterprise paid $423,- j 
000. Mr. Young and his assistants were 
studying electrical traction and In the 
following year installed the first ex- j 
perimental line. 
This was so success- | 
fill that it was decided to change the : 
entire eq uipment. 
The last horse car 
disappeared in 19 01, for which year the 
receipts decreased owing to the enor-

mon good” from $45,000 to $12o,000. 
There is no uniform rate of fare, and 
American readers will be interested in 
learning how much one gets for money 
expended for street car trips in Glas­ 
gow. According to tbe statistics in the 
annual report for last year, the av erage 
fare was about 1% cents in our money. 
For a cent one can ride on the uv erage 
.58 of a mile; for 2 cents, 2Mi miles; 
for 3 cents, 3.48 miles; for 4 cents, 4.64 
miles; for 5 cents, 5.80 miles; for C 
cents, 6.89 miles; for 7 cents, 8.15 miles, 
and for 8 cents, 9 .09 miles. Eight cents 
is the highest fare charged, regardless 
of distance, but tbe av erage fare is 
less than 2 cents. 
School children are carried for half 
fare, and a m ovem ent is on foot to is­ 
sue passes to all who regularly attend 
tbe public schools. The cars are hand­ 
some, well lighted, clean and first class 
in ev ery particular. 
The illuminated 
electric signs at the front and rear 
mak e it possible on tbe dark est night 
to distinguish one’s car a sq uare or 
more « way. 
The "common good” fund is doubt­ 
less the heir to the profits of the tram ­ 
ways. 
Not many years will elapse be- 
fore the last dollar of Indebtedness is 
paid. 
When that time comes nominal 
rates of fare will yield annual rev enues 
of not less than $1,500,000. 
This and 
other donations will be expended for 
purposes indicated by the altruistic title 
of the fund. 
There Is thus creating a 
gigantic municipal trust, constantly fed 
from reproductiv e enterprises not un­ 
der the control of the taxpayers. 
It Is 
steadily increasing its holdings of real 
estate.

Parents should see to it that the 
school room and yard is kep t in good 
condition. There are some schools m 
tbe county th at do not hav e shades 
for the windows. 
There are fifty schools 
in 
Lee 
county that hav e state dip lomas for 
good condition. 
This means good 
blackboards, 
dictionaries, teacher’s 
desk and 
chairs, brooms, window 
shades, etc. 
Ev ery teacher should 
striv e to get one of these dip lomas. 
W ith 
reference 
to 
these 
state 
dip lomas Lee county ranks first in 
Illinois, 
Mercer county is second. 
You hav e just as good a school in El- 
dena as there is in any community in 
Lee county. 
I believ e the old saying, “As the 
teacher is, so is the school” is true. 
Good p up ils in school indicates that 
good p arents are back of them . A too 
frequent change of teachers is bad for 
the school. Get a good teacher, p ay 
him or her good wages and then keep 
them. 
Rather than hav e a 
p oor 
teacher p ay 1100 a month. Be gener­ 
ous with your schools. Let us keep 
tbe state of Illinois to the front. I 
believ e the Edwards law will tend to 
better the schools of the state. In 
some counties a sup erintendent p uts 
in 150 days a year v isiting schools, and 
the rest of the time he solicits insur­ 
ance 
The p ay runs from $600 to $8 00 
a year. No good man wants the p lace 
and the schools suffer. 
The state 
p ays 1150,000 to county sup erintend­ 
ents for salaries. This sum is div ided 
into three classes, p aying tbe first 
class $1250 a year, the second $1650 
and the third, which is Cook county, 
$7,500. This will enable the sup erin­ 
tendent to p ut in full time v isiting 
and looking after bis schools in gener­ 
al! which will certainly result in great 
good. 
The teachers who had the exercises 
in charge were Misses Agnes Oonley, 
Mary Reynolds, Grace Oadwell, and 
George Ap p el, who did well and are 
deserv ing of credit for their efforts.
